After my second bar examination, I vreis a laxy®i^ i^i Q office :Ln 
Grossenheim/ Saxony until 10 August 193^-'-» Immediately thereafter I set 
up private practice, in Redelberg. 

About 1940, I received my draft notice to report to the S..> command 
post to Dresden. It was possible, however, for me to contimie mj- law 
practice. For this drafted >rork I received a stipend of 250 RI4. 

In 1943 I transfened fiem Dresden to SD Headquarters, AMT \7I, 
Berlin. Here I worked in Referat VI-D-3 (Switzerland) and worked on 
general economic questions, especially currency exchange matters. I was 
permitted to 'continue my law practice. For this I could use the \reekends 
Fridays to Monday, traveling to Radeberg. In practice, however, my legal 
activity was limited to conducting current cases such as corporation 
repiesentation. Otherwise, legal activity practically stopped because 
of the war regulations. 
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I yliould mention here that in Berlin X continued to get oruy 250 
inouthly because • 115 '' Ian office continueo. to exist and I had income from 
this activity. 

I married in October 19^1. I 3J.ved vith my family in Badeberg. Events 
of the caused the SD office to move from Berlin to Fuerst-ennaldS; and 
from there to Bircg Lauenstein in Probctzeila.

In 1937 the chief of the savings banlc in Otteadorf-Orkilla approached me 
to become a confidential agent of the SD. After mature reiLlection, I 



conaented and agreed to deliver reports on ilie state of the adnd of the 
peoplrs, their attitudes toward the legal authorities, etc. I iras rcjquired 
to sign a secrecy agreement for this men 'Those name was Q,ini;Ln>IALZ. 

In the period which foUo\red I gave . oral reports to QUBLIAiALZ vhenever’ 
he came to see me in Radeberg. About autumn 1938 QOEILLMALZ introdbaced me to 
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Haas CLEJIEI'JS, \ I 

who at that time was chief of the SD Field Office in Dresden. I was inform cii 
that from now on my reports were to go to CLEMSINS. At this first meeting, 
CLEiffiNS instructed me to recruit a large number of infomants in businesses 
and offices.

in the file because the dates given in it are correct. 

FiUvIILY CIRCUMSTANCES ; 

Two children were bom of my marriage in October 19^--1 to Isolde 
HORDLER (sic) . Until my transfer to Berlin, I lived with my family in, 
Radeberg near Dresden. During my service in Berlin, I retvimed every 
weekend to m;/ home in order to continue my law practice. My wife is 
resident in Radeberg now. 

I have been separated from my vTife since 19^-,5* reason for this 

separation lies in the fact that for political reasons s-fter 19^5 I could 
no longer go back to Russian-occpSfd'-d territory, il. addition, my wife 
could not leave her father alone in Dresden after he come back fmra FVJ

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At the end of 1938 oi* beginning 1939 I vas enxi]-iexy observer for the 
Nazi party County Court in iDresden province., In 19^0 I became an appliceni'' 
for SS membership^ This vas sn eutomatic appointment, since at this t;lnie 
I already belonged to the SC Cominand Post- in .iJreeden, and had been drafted, 
for emergenc;;" duty. In late 19^1 or early 19^2 I vms taken into the SS 
as a regular meEiber \ri.th the rank of Oberscharfuehrer. 

J'-Jy TOrk vith the S3 Command Post in Dresden, AJ-C? Ill, consisted of 
scanning reports from about 28 so-called field offices and ebstracting tbe 
significant points concerning commerce, agriculture, administration, 




transportation end law. I then reported these in consolidated fashion 
to Haup’bemt III of the SD in Berlin. In addition, inquiries from this 
superior office to the field offices had to be relaj'ed and appropriate 
lepoits sent back up. I should like to point out that I did this work in 
addlticm to ay Law practice and received a monthly stipend 250 PvM. 

In 19^3 my transfer to 21 Heuptamt VI in Berlin occurred. There, 
as I indicated in my first interrogation, I worked on commercial mstters, 
especially those having to do with currency exchange in foreign countries. 

I personally irorked on the Swiss Area for which Referat VI B 3 "was responsible 
In connection with this activity, my supervisor intended that I would work j 

in Switzerland in an intelligence capacity, but this plan did not work out.. j 

I worked in this office until the end of the war. 

Before the i-rar I made one private trip to Italy in 1931« I have jns.de 
no other private or official trips abroad. My only vex ribbons are the 
service ribbon and the rihhon for invasion of the Sudetengau.

I stated in my first interi’ogation that vdiile irorking for SO 
Eeuptemt VIj I was moved to Fuerstenwolde (after the first large-scale 
bomtaing of Berlin) , thence to Burg Lsuenstein near Prop3tr.elle and 
finally to Rottach-Egem, In April 19^-5 ii'*- the course of the generfvl 
break-up of the German forces, I was ordered to move vrith tvx> comrades 
to Bregenz end to wait for further orders at the Gestapo office there c 
Up to this point, I had been sissigned only to the duties and tasks 
indicated above and never had any part in actual combat. 

Under orders I moved from Bregenz to Feldkirch and reported to 
the Mayor ■vfiiere I exjjected to get further orders. The combat situation 
was such that no further* orders reeehed me. On my own initiative, I moved, 
in the second half of .April 19^5 fhom Feldkirch via Innsbrack to Garmisch- 
Fartenkirclien. 
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I should like to ejrolain that I had it in mind to tal-;e care of one 
official matter at the headquarfcern ;'_n Innshruck, nansly to acq[a?.r5 
discharge papers oi a coiarade who had no ci^eLliaa clothes, hut oadj his 
unlfoiia ’.d.th hija» I intended to ret'Lim to Feldkirch. Tliis was not. 
possible because the raUxoad \7as no longer .functioning because of the 
coljXpDe of the fro.'itc , 

On 1 May 19^5 1 registered with the police in Gartaiech and took 
residence with a faai.ly named FI3CE5R, frcmi whom I begged .shelter Just 
before the haposition of the curfew. I had no regular work but helped 
the nsCBER familj'’ cutting wood in the forest. 

Several "sjeeks later in Garaiisch 1 ran into the son of the deputy 
Kreisleiter of Dresden, SCHGaFKl, whom I knew. The son, Hans SGEU;3TSR 
told me that his un.cle \trb living in Len.dr.ingsen/lse.rlohn, Ee asked me 
•vdiether I should liie to go there with him. J. accepted the suggestion 
because I simply di.d not know where to go. After the Americans li.ft-ed 
the ben on trave]., we hitchhiked to Lendringsen. On the way, which 
vrent via Coburg, I took a side trip to Eof near the border. Here I 
was looldLng for somebodj’- who could tell me about the situation in the 
Soviet Zone and might give me a ifay of getting some news of ray relatives, 

I met a young mesn i:i Hof who intended to go to his home town, Bautzen. 

I gave this young man a note for ray mother. In it I told her I was still 
alive but could not yet tell her where I vrould. be located. 

On 22 September 1?^5> I registered vlth the police in Lendringsen end 
stayed for several daj’-s with the SCHUSTER famiDy, Because of the shortage 
of space in the apartmeavl;, I could not stay longer and moved on the 2nd 
of October 19*^-5 to the Hotel Schulte, Biberbeigstrasse 60. Here I beccane 

acquainted with tlie POHL family. 
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Mrb% POHL is the daughter of the deceased haoe-l-heeper Carl SCHULTUo In 
the ccixrse of time; a friendship developed 'between the POHL couple end 
rayself ^ Mr. POHL, who had tehen over the cene-truerbion enterpriec- frora his 
father, began to rebuild the business. I helped him and worked for' ctluaost 
two years as a construction laborer. As the 'buoinesa . grew in the course 
of time, especiaU^'' after the currency reforri, I took o\Tor the dcm:;Stic 
side, especially the sales side of the buoine-SB. I continued this 
activity until ai;>'- current arrest. 

yOREIffiJ TRAVEL; 

In response to questioning I stated that I have perfot^ned the foU-caY"- 
ing foreign travel; In August 1955 I niade a vacation trip to Gwitssricud 
and Austria together ■s^ith my eon Wolfgang, loy mother, and CLEI'iEi'JS, 
mother hed. cosne to visit me in Lendringsen from the Soviet zone. CLEIE'NS 
was living in Stuttgart. This trip of a week's duration was pureli^' private 
in nature. On the return Jaomey I had a traffic accident near Miucburg 
in wmich my mother i^as severely injured.

The two sisters had intended to come to Lendringsen together.

From the prison in Bonn under escort appeared the accused 

Erwin TIEBEL 

v.'hose personalia are knoi-m 

and stated: 

In amplification of my interrogation yesterday, I iTish to state 
as follows: 

Follo^ring are the circumstanceB surrounding the sum of 200 given 
to BERGMAM. According to information from my mother, there were necessary 
repairs to he made on the real estate Inherited from my father in Radeherg- 
I asked BERGMI®, ■\vho had taken over his father's construction business, 
to assist my mother in getting the work done. The money ■was intended for 
this. 

The interzonal passes, and later the travel permita, for ray mother's 
t3rf.p8 to West Germany were always acquired at the official East Zone 
offices on the occasion of my brother's visits in IXiesseldorf . If my mother 
had used my name as reason for her ■visit, she ■would prrobably have not 
received permission for the trips. As for the •visits of my Aunt Rosa 
HOHLEELD, matters -vrere arranged in the same vay. She gave the names of 
relatives in Wattenscheid as destinations and then visited my brother 
and myself. 
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After his release from PVJ campj CLEi'EIJS foux'd shelter at the P03L houee 
in Lendringsen, vdiere he used ray room. I helped him liith the necessary 
official formalities (moving in, registering vrLth the police, registering 
■yrith the health insurance office in Menden and Hemer, etc.). He was quite 
run dovm physically and intended to recuperate hefore doing anything else-,. 
He spent- his time doing small jobs in the house and yajcdi. At the beginning 
he was quite helpless and indecisive about his ;Puture, and all o:-T us in 
the house tailed kindly with Mm and advised him not to take this temporarjr 
situation in his life so hard. I repeatedly noticed that when he did not 
realize he i-?as being -vretched, he wept to hiraseli;'. 

As time went on, his state of mind improved, and during this period 

he made the acquaintance of a certain Mrs. 

Grete EOfTMAM 
resident in Lendriugsen 
Biberhergstrasse 42, 

with •\diom he had a close understanding and whom he often met in her 
apartment. 

Ct03-iEHS infoimed himself through me about the fate of his relatives 
in llresdon and their whereabouts. I told him what I knew' for sure, and 
mentioned in this connection that Heinz lEUH, whom both knew., had. 'been 
to see me once and was living in Bhoendorf. 

In answer to your question: I notified FELKS of CLEMENS 's arrival by 

tiail. 

I d.o not know whether CLEMEIitS first reported, his future j.’esidence to 
his wife frcan Rome or fj-'orn Lendringsen. 
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It is a fact ho-vraver that CLEMETIS got letters from his vrife through my 
acccmmodatioQ address (UKGEI'IACH or POHL). J. do not know hov many letters 
there vers. One of these letters from Mrs. CLEMENS announced her Impending 
visit to West Germany to her hushand. I discussed the contents of this 
letter with CLEMEIJS and ve caicluded that hie wife was being sent. I 
presume that there were indications of this in the letter. 

QDESFIOK: Who was to be the supervisor (Auftraggeber) in the situation 

of -vdiich you use the word "sent". 

ANSVIER: I can only say now that we thought we detected hints in the 

letter and thereby concluded that the occupation poorer was involved. 

QUESTION: V/ill you name the particular occupation power? 

ANSl®R: It could only have been the Russians. 

This incident preoccupied CLEI'ENS. He could not decide hov he should 
answer. I believe that I advised him to have his wife ccme so that he 
>rould then have more infoimation on which to base his decisions. Presumablj* 
it was along this lin e that CLEMENS ansirered the letter. 

Mrs. CliS'lENS announced her arrival in Wupi>ertal by a telegram, on a 
date which I cannot remember ; I do not know in which month of 19^9 
1950. And it is also 350ESible that it i^as a letter rather than a telegram.. 
on the other hand it probably was a telegram, since everything happened sc 
fast. It was not possible to make proper rail connections before her 
train arrived in VJupportal, and CLEMENS had 00 talre a taxi in order to 
get to tlie railroad station on time. 
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NOTE: QSie inteiTOgation vas interrupted from 1215 to I 315 for lunch. 

CIENMS spent the night ;d.th his >d.fe in a hotel in Wuppert.al, or 
80 he told me. In ansvfer to your question, I state that I do not knov/^ 
the reaeon for Mrs. CLEMENS 'e coming to Wuppertal. I cannot say that the 
CLEMENS couple did not meet in Cologne and spend the night vrith friends. 

The next day CLEMENS met me in Lendr5uig3en \d.th his vife. Mrs. CLEMENS 
stayed 10 or 12 days at the POHL house. I talked ■\ri.th her a great deal 
about conditions in Dresden and about my friends and relations there. 

QUESPION: Did you say anything to Mrs. CLEMENS of your suspicion 

that she had been sent? 

ANSV/EE: I can't i^ember, but I believe not. 

After Mrs. CLEMENS 'a departure I talked about our conjectures vrith 
CLEl^lENS that she had been sent end vas on a mission. I no longer receill 
the details of this discussion. In any event, the content of the discussion 
was that Mrs. CLEMENS had been sent to persuade her husband to vork for 
the Busslans and to come to iOresden. It was obvious to me that CLEMEJNS 
•was being put under pressure to do intelligence work. I reported my 
misgivings and warned CLEMEINS against taking this step, for I thought 
it possible that they were setting a trap for him. 
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CLEI‘IENS did not disregard my misgivings and gave a lot of thought to the 
question whether he should go to Dresden- Finally he T*?ent« 

It may have been in 1950j although I cannot say precisely^ that 
CLEMEUiS went by raj,l to the zonal border to V/alkenriedc I hod brought 
him to the railroad station at Froendeiiberg^ with little expectation 
that I would ever see him again. I do not hnow ^Aether CLEIiE??S had 
reported the time and place of his arrival to his wife or idiether he had 
made these arrangements when he had seen her in Wuppertal. It may be that

Mrs. CLEMENS wrote him the precise meeting instructions. 

A few days later dia^ENS turned up again in Lendringsen. He gave . 
me the following account of his Journey and his visit in Dresden. Af'ber 
arriving in Walkenriod; he had crossed the border and had met his irife, 
vho was waiting. They waited to a car that was parked neafby end met 
two men. It is possible that he said these were Russians. He was 
brou^t in the car to '/resden and was then brou^t to an office by the 
men. Here the question of his cooperation was negotiated with him. He 
had no choice but to accept the offer, eaid he did imderstand that this 
meant intelligence activity for the Russians, I have no infozmation about 
his written contract. CLEMENS did hot tell me anything about eny missions 
he \TSiB given or the nature of his cooperation. He said that he wculd have 
to go back once more and intended to see what developed. 
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In enevrer to your question I state that aJ^ter his rei.eo^e from pv; camp^ 
CLEU'EIJS harbored an iunnense hatred for the /imericans. According to his 
anecdotes, he must have been handled very roughly in the PW cemj)v Vihenever- 
he saw a Britisher on the street from the troops stationed in cur area, he 
remarked that the British vrere the seme kind of rascals as the iimericans^ 

I am elmply not in a position to judge whether his hatiod vraa the motive 
for his recruitment or whether some kind of coersion was placed, o.n him 
by the Russians in relation to his wife. 

I not able to tell from his account whether CUEMEinS had repoirted 
my name or the names of other friends to the Bussians. I have the impression 
that the Russians had merely intended to get a conversation going \?ith 
CLEMEMS in order to establish his attitude tovrard intelligence wo.rk. I 
believe that at this time they had not yet given any precise task to 
CLEMENS. He would certainly have discussed this with me. 

I cannot say whether CLEME3TS had pat himself in touch w5.th PELEE 
before the trip to Dresden or >diether FELTS knew anything about the recruit- 
ment attempt of the Russians. In any event, CLEMENS never mentioned this to 
me. 

As I have Indicated at several points previously in my interrogation 
my brother Siegfried paid a number of visits to my mother in Radeberg, 
especially et Christmas time. It is completely possible that he visited 
Mrs. CLEI'ENS there, but only if CLEMENS asked h’jn to. I em i:-ersonally 
almost totally convinced that my brother was never approached by Mrs, CLE!''IENS 
to undertake any intelligence tasks or mission in this connection. My 
brother •^^ould certainly have told me about it. 
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Seme t;lne after the trip to h*€6den. CLEMENS leit LendringGen and went to 
Bonn. He kept up his police registration in Lendri ngsen and stayed in Bonn 
at a Catholic shelter. He intended to look for work in Bonn Because, as he 
said, things were mo\dLng there. Alter about six or eight weeks ( I can't 
I’emember exactljO CIEMSITS visited me in Lendringsen. I got the iinpression 
that things were not going \rell as far as business was concerned.. I no 
longer remember 'vdiether at this time he already had a .job. In the period 
following this I helped CLEMENS out sporadleedly with small loans which I 
sent him by mall in brief letters. He was always h ig hl y pleased by these 
little gifts and always thanked me sincerely. He never mentioned the busiiiess 
with the Russians in hie letters and I bad the impression that this matter 
over and done with. During one of his later visits he told me that he had 
run into a nuinber of old pals in Bonn whom I didn't know. I do not kno'v^ 
whether CLEtEKS had made contact with FELFE, idio was still living in 
Rhoendorf, but I presume that he did. As I recall, letters arrived at 
Lendringsen for CLEMENS .for some time after he moved, and I forwarded these 
to him in Bonn. The letters then stopped and I presumed that CLEIMEINS had 
gi\nsn his wife a new address. 

CLEMEfIS moved from Bonn to Duesseldorf, Sonnenstrasse . Daring one 
visit he told me that he had had to move to )Xiesseldorf , and I understood 
from this that he again had a steady job. I presumed that this job was i-rith 
the Gehlen organization. I do not remember the precise time. 
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QUESriOH; How did you come to presume this? 

MS\>JEE: CLE'EWS told me. But he gave me no further details. He used 

the example of the Bureau Schellenberg/Canaris (sic), saying that the Gehien 
office would be set up the seme vray. The name of Gehien \ra,s totaJJLy new to 
me. I no longer remember in what year this occurred. I just remember now 
that CLEI«MS came to visit me frcen Stuttgart in Pebruary 1952 on his fiftieth, 
birthday. The POHL family and I had invited him. My son Wolfgang had 
decorated the room with streamers for the occasion. I took it for granted 
that at this time he was doing the same job as in Dueseeldorf. I have no 
recollection now that he had visited his wife ageiin in Dresden. I believe 
that I recall correctly that at this time the letteiefrom Mrs. dLEMEKS hed 
ceased to come through me.

From the prison in Bonn imdnr escorb appeared the accused 

Ervrin TIEBEL 

and stated: 

I should like to place the following in the record concemiiig my 
intelligence activity, which consisted soleJ.j'- of courier journeys. 

From his fiftieth birthday in February 1952, vuatil autumn 19 ^ 6 , 
CLEI'Ens visited me in Lendringsen at widely separated intervals. Often 
there were months between vis5.t.'3. I had the impression during these \d.sit 
that CLSBiBi'IS had again pub himscjlf on a sound footing and that things -tjere 
goi3Qg vrell. From his conversations, I concluded that he continued to wrork 
for the Gehlen .. Organization. He made only a few casual references to his 
activity, but indicated that he often tra\'eled to Munich or other places 
and 'i-fc£ on the road a great deal. Eis references TOre always gene.ral. I 
never asked CLEMEIJS for details. I i^as personally harypy that he again 
had a profession and a future. I remember that he vras still livini? in 
Stuttgart in Jhigust 1955 • I visited him in Gbuttgart on my vacation trip 
to &sd.taerland ifith my don V.'olfg:eng and my mother. By previous arrange- 
ment, he took part in the trip frcm Stuttgart on. 
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Ab I recall, we met on a Friday evening in Stuttgert and returned there 
on the following Sunday. From Stuttgart on the way ’oach, I made my \my 
inLth my relatives to Menden. Later, CLEI-IEINS moved from Stuttgart to 
Cologne, Werderstrasse 32 c/o KONZ. He lived there as a sub-tenant. 

The move 1 ^as made necessary, as he told me, by his transfer to Cologne. 

I believe that I recall correctly idien I say that CLEI«1EWS visited 
me in the summer of 1956 in Ixmdringsen and told me the following: 

He told me that he intended to get something going with the Russians. 
I xmderstood this statement to mean that he intended to set up a 
double pley against the Russijin on behalf of the Gehlen Office, of which- 
in my eyes he was a member. ]. was to uuderoake courier trips to Berlin 
as part of the play. It vras obvious to me that I was to carry scanething, 
and it was clear to me that I was to deliver material to the Russians. 
Nothing further was said about details. CI52€2NS did not vrish to brief me 
in full until the matter had developed to a point idiere I could learn 
everything. I remember that CLBMEINS said at this time that he knew that 
I had little time because of my business activity, and could onl;/^ travel 
wban nothing else web going on. I did in fact decline to make a number of 
trips, os I must make clear here, because I did not have time available. 

In this connection CLEMEINS said that "Heinz is also involved. " (Heina 
meant lELFE) . I should mention in passing that I had learned, that FELFE 
had also go'fcten a <job \rith 'the Gehlen Office in the meantime. 
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Naturally, I thought this over for a while, "out finally indicated my 
wilUngnese. If you ask me what my reasons irere, I must state that I did 
idiat I did out of comradeship and had no doubt of CLEMENS 's basic integrity » 

In response to your question, I state that on the occasion of this 
conversation there vras no discussion of the extent to which CLEMl'IS’s 
contact with the Russians in 1950 in Dresden had been developedc I thought 
privately that the previous contact probably had seme connection mth the 
double play that was now beginning. Idien he left me, CLEMENS sa3.d that at 
the appropriate time I would get a signal and. vrould get exact instructions . 

NOTE: Interrogation was interrupted frean 1215 to 1315 for lunch. 

QUEariON: Did yaa do any intelligence 'i-rork for CLEMENS before thi.s 

time: i.e., before CLEIdSKS's recruitment of you? 

ANSliIER: No. 

QUESTION: .During a preliminary questioning, you stated that you had 

collected infoimatlon about people for CIEfffilNS and had given him the resu-lts. 
L^hen \ms this and ■vliat infonastion was involved? 

ANSWER: That was about two to four years ago. CLEIMEILS asked me once 

or perhaps tifice for information about various persons in Menden and 
Lendringsen. That is, he asked me idiether I knew the persons in .question. 
Since they were unknown to me, I advised him to make inquiries wi.th the 
police. I never received any other collection tasks from CLEI*IENS. 
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About a \'ieek before my ftret co'jrier trip, CLST-1ENS csme to Lendrlugsen 
end briefed me on my first courier trip then imminent <• He told ms every- 
thing had been laid on. He sijecified a particulai: dey on which I wae to 
go to Berlin by rail. At the border station of Morienbom, two man would, 
be wa3.ting in the train end I iras to use the inter-zonai n?^ht brain.. Ee 
3ho»ved me a sinal.1 brownish-yellow .suitcase \-fhich he had. fi;c-ou,ci't va'tn 
I \ras to carry this suitcase and viould be recognized by it, I -.mild be 
addressed as "Erich" and \ibb then to e,sk about "Alfred". These w’sre the 
recognition signals, end I would get further instructions later. He also 
told me that the suitcase had. a secret compartment in the bottom. In the 
suitcase were several pieces of laundry, as I recall, a shirt and hand- 
kerchiefs which presumably belonged to CLE!'^!EKS. I paid no attention to 
the secret compartment and, therefore, cannot soy vjhether there was anything 
in it or what it vras, I put. the suitcase that CLEt-ENtS had brought on the 
tqp of my wardrobe (Schrank) where my own suitcase was. Since I had had 
the Intention for a long time of meeting my brasher Martin in Berlin in 
order to have a visit iriLth him, I quickly "ifrote to my brother and on the 
day in question I -vTould be in Berlin. I asked him to come to Berlin if 
possible. As a rendezvous , I rsuggested noon 5n ifront of or- inso.de the 
Cafe Kranzler on the Eurfuerstendsmn. Naturally, I used double talk in 
suggesting our meeting beceiose I didn't irLsh to caise him any danger. I 
knew how difficult it already :-ras at that time to get .from .Dresden to 
Berlin, 
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I selected noon ■because to my knowledge the train from Dresden got to 
Berlin In the morning t I had to make allowances for delays. The reason 
for the meeting was not exclusively that 'vre wished to see each other agad.n, 
since there weie certadn family problemB to discuss, especially the dis- 
position of the hereditary property, which was getting more and more 
difficult Ijecause some of the heirs, (ify brother Siegfried and my son 
Wolfgang lived in the West) . 

I told Clffl'lENS that e-s soon as the task was done, I had to come back. 
There was no specific time of return agreed on, however. 

FIRST COURIER TRU: 

I traveled to Berlin on the appointed day via Unna/Hamm on the inter- 
zonal ni g ht train, which leaves Hamm around midnight or a little later. I 
■believe, or think that I remember, that I bought a return trip ticket, but 
I could "be wrong about this. At the border station Marienbom, whem the 
train stopped for a long time, I stood by the window. I had put the the 
suitcase on the seat. In the con^artmant, as I recall, there were tw 
other passengers. 

In response to question; CLEMEUS did not give me a personal descidption 
of AUTOED. 

I observed and heard two people coming along the corridor of the train. 
They were clearly looking for somebody’'. VJhen both of them saw the sui'fccase 
on the seat end looked at me, they gave a start; then they went. on. Soon 
after that they came back, stopped briefly in front of me and lit a 
cigarette. One of them said "iilr-icli" to the other. The other one then 
looked at me, and I idaispered "ALFRED'*,

Th.ere ytss nobody else in the corridor of the train. They talked then 
about the cold and the vet weather. 

I might insert here that this courier trip may have been in late autumn 
or early winter 1956. I was waring a heavy coat. I remember that it "vras 
cold and wet, ttbs raining some, end that the rain turned to snow as the 
train moved through the zone. As for as I could tell, the meadow and 
fields were partially covered with light snow. One of the tv;o men leaned 
toward the windov; just as I was doing and whispered that he would wait for 
me at l800 at the subvray station Warshauer Bruecke in Berlin. I told him 
immediately that I absolutely had to catch the evening train from the 
railroad station at the Zoo about 2000 hours for my retum trip. The man 
then changed the meeting time to 1700, and I agreed. After this short 
conversation, the two men slowly left the ccmqpartment and went to the next 
car. Shortly thereafter the train moved ahead and did not make its next 
stop until Magdeburg. There I also looked out of the window at the people 
getting on and off . I was so worked up that I could not sleep on the train. 
I do hot know whether the tw men stayed in 2>Iarienborn or got out at 
Magdeburg. But I tiilnk that I would have seen them if they liad gotten 
cut on the platform at Magdeburg. It vras very dark end f oggy , and I could 
not see well. The suitcase stayed ^<ith me. 

I got off the train at the Zk>o railroad station in Berlin and tidied 
up there and had a cup of coffee in the station. I passed the time xintil 
my pie^ected meeting with brother windowshopping. 
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A'b the agreed time I ^reat to the Kranzler-Ecke and there met my brafcher 
Martin. He had come on the train \;hich got to Bei'lin diirjjig the morning. 

He also, had to leave on the same day, in his case, (hiring the aftemoon, 
to return to Dresden. VJe had our noon meal together nearby and talked 
about family matters as veil eis those things -which I have alrea( 3 y mentioned ^ 
We parted shortly after 1500. 

I th(2n vent by sub-way frcm the Uhlandstrasse Station to the Warschauer- 
Bruecke. This station is in East Berlin. There one of the gentlemen -was 
waiting for me, namely the one iho had said "Alfred" earlier in Marlenbomo 
He greeted me, took the suitcase, -went -with me through the station lobby to 
the street. There i?as a car. He and I got in the car, -where the other rnsjo 
-was -waiting who had, earlier been in Marienbom. The car was driven by a 
chauffeur. The car then drove through many streets, -which as far sis I could 
tell were all rubble, badly lifted, and during this trip almost nothing 
-was said. They did ask me -idiether I had a g(X»d trip and other such trivial 
quest locLS. Eventually, -we oame into a better illuminated and more populous 
street . Finally we pulled up at a barbed wire barrier at -vdiich soldiers 
■were standing in Russian uniform. After an exchange of -words between 
chauffeur end sentries, the car drove on and s-bopped in front of a small, 
house like a -villa in a quiet street. 

In response to your question I state that the other man hod. not yet 
Introduced himself. 

I .got out -vriLth my t-wo cocipanions, I was led in'bo a li-ving room where 
an evening sneol; ifas laid out on a table. Here for the firsb time I i-ras 
greete(i -v-ith handshakes by both men and Inirited to share the meal. 
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In order to be polite, I niM'led at the food, and the ti-ro men also ate- 
comsthing. Our conversation concerned objects on the table and other 
trivialities. They .asked me how things looked in the Vfest and told me 
that we had a great deal of unemployment, that there -vrould be strikes in 
'fleet Qersaany and that e\neiyt.hing would get increasingly more expensive, 

I corrected this, smilingly, and said that that ims presumably what one 
Jrssad in the nevrapapers here in the zone but that it waan^t tine,> The 
conversation was in German, Both men spolce German, one in my judgment 
very well and fluently, the aoher with some difficulty. The course of 
further conversation they asked me about my vrork, whether there ^ms lota 
of %fork in the business, etc. I gave very general answers because I hsd tie. 
impression that the men were extremely well infoi^ned about my activity and 
about the firm in >hich I wrised 

On being questioned, - I state that the man who had not yet been named 
to me was the pr-imary speaker and spoke the better Geiman, He was the one. 
•vdio first began to discuss my family situation. He as well as AU51BID (the 
other man) ifere e-vidently wekL informed about that. They remarked in pas sin; 
that my father- inr law had oraed a ne'j.’spapsr publishing bu8xnes.g, hod been cm 
officer in the \fox-, had been chief of the counL'y fijra police, and a leadiuig 
man in the KyffHemserbijnd. I didn't add much to this conversation, since 
all of their information \ro.s correct. !3?hey mentioned then that my father- 
in-law -was politically culpable but that nothing had been’ done to him. 

They also talked about my more intimate family circle, mention’ing my wife 
and daughter.

' from whom I would- bear again. The tvjo men took/in the car back 
to the station at the Warschauer Bruecke. There the car stopped at the 
spot whei^e I had gotten in. ALFRED T?ent to the station vnLth me and I now 
remember that in the car I had had to beg small change in Eaab German 
currency to use on the subway back to the Zoo Station. 

In the same evening^ I took the evening train to Eamm from the Zoo 
Station^ and got back home in the morning. I had checked my briefcase at 
the Zoo Station before the meeting; it contained m 3 ’' ]personal belongings

I was controlled by Eant 2ione border police in !-Jarionbom on the rail 
journey to Berlin « I had to show my AuaweiSo Ae I recall my baggage was 
not searched. This control took place in the train before my meeting ifith 
ALFRED. 

The villa- like house preilously mentioned to which ALFRED and his 
companion took me I'ras in the restricted section of the Russian headquarters 
in Berlin-Karlshorst, or so I assumed. I did not have to show an Ausweie, 

During the conversation, vhlch was dominated by the Russians I was 
not Infoimed that "ERICH" ^^as to be my cover name nor that I must maintain 
secrecy about my courier trips. At this time I was not required to sign 
either a secrecy agreement or a recruitment contract. It was seli'-evident 
that I was not to discuss this matter 'ifith other persons. 

SECOID COURIER JOURNEY 

It may have been in the spring of 1957 that I ims again asked by 
CLEMENS to underbake a courier .journey to Berlin. He was aware that I 
could only travel ■vdien I had time available and vras therefore in egreemeait 
wl'bh the date that I specified. 
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On the occasion of one of the visits that CLEMEHS paid me in Lendaringsen (he 
visited me now and then in the coctpsny of Mrs , I05KZ) , I proposed to him that 
by my preference I should make the nerb trip hy auto. I would be more con- 
venient for me to travel by car, because I could then spend the night in Berlir' 
Meantdiile, I had iiifoimod myself about the circianatances of crossing the zonal 
border and datezmined that there were no particular difficulties to be 
expected. CIEZ-ENS concurred with my proposal. It is very probable that 
CLEI<]EN3 told me he must check with the fiussiane Aether this mode of travel 
was acceptable. CLEMENS himself foresaw no difficulties. We did not discuss 
CLE3®iS'c cooperation idth the Russians, since this kind of subject was never> 
discussed with me In any dstail. 

Weeks passed after this conversation, as I have alree^ said, before 
CLE2'EHS’s phone call asking vdtether I could again make a courier trip. After 
my assent, CLE31EN3 again turned up <me day with the "secret suitcase" (HD - 
Koffer ) and said that I could go by car. I was ncfc to vary since I would be 
met In Marlenbom, Be may have told me that ALFBED would meet me. 

The meeting place he specified was the parking lot at 

Kilometer Stone 107 

On the Autobahn at Eelmstedt/Berlin 

I was given no further Instructions, 

On this occasion CIEI'IENS also briefed me on the secret compartment in the 
suitcase, TJie suitcase had a double bottom. To open it, you unscrewed the 
four fajrteners (Gleltschoner) -ihlch are on a nozmaj. suitcase. The inner 
3-i nin g of the bottom thus removed revealed the seci’et compartment. CLBJMEHS 
showed me the mechanism. I boHeve that I recall'. notieii.ig small rolls of 
film in the secret campartment during this demonstration. 
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CLEMENS gave me no other brief?jig on intelligence material, esad I did not ask 
him about it. I should mention that the arrival time in Marlenbom vas set fc 
llKX). 

One morning in the spring of 1957 I went Trf.th the fiim'a automobile (WJ), 
vbich was alvays available for mv personal use, to the zonal border control 
point at Eelmstedt. The control on the West Gorman side by border police axid 
customs officials was without complication, as was the control cm the Eastern 
side. I gave West Berlin as m;/' destination. At the East Zone control x>oint- X 
had to show my peiraonal identity card, the documents for the car, and the Vj'es'fc 
Marks that I was carrying. There ifas a long queue of travelers headed for 
Berlin. After my papers had been examined, and those of the car, I was 
permitted to continue towards Berlin. My personal U card was in my true name. 

When I arrived I saw the Russians waiting for me at a little dietancKS from 
the East Zone control point. I recognized ALTRED and his companion. After 
paying the Autobalin toll and getting ms’’ travel permit, I drove on. The 
Russians followed me at a certain distance. They were using a Volkswagen, as 
I recall green-gray in color. They passed me and w’aited at a turn-out near 
the kilometer stone 107 tdiich Jiad been designated. There they both acted as 
if they had scKnething to fix on the car. There is no restaurant at this turn- 
out and it had no other cars on it. After the two Paissions had looked asround 
to see "vdiether anyone ■was watching, they came up to me and shook my hand. 
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In the short conversation vhich foJ.loivedj ALFREI'> asked about my health, idiethe 
I had had a good trip, ■shat the ‘^at man (CLEMSKS) \iaB do:lng and ■whether I had 
heard anything about FELIE. I answered -these questions vri'tb the infoimatiou 
I possessed. In response to your question, I state 'that was designatei 

ageiin by his alleged cover name, 

not HAl®Hi Usually, horaever, the tvo Russians called him the fat man. In the 
course of the con-versation, ALFRED or his coanpanion mentioned that "GERUA” 
(CLEMENS'S vife) and "BRDKI" (CLEMENS' a daughter) were all right. The daughter 
had been sick again or still v&3 sick. They volunteered •this >7lthout my asking 
The t'HO men did not mention my relatiT/ee. While 'the conversation was 
going on, (me of them fetched -the suitcase ^diich had been lying on the back sea< 
of my car beside my briefcase. The ■rfiole sojourn at -the tum-but lasted the 
length of one cigarette, about five or ten minutes. A specific time vas then 
set up for meeting -the next day at the zonal control point at Drellinden near 
Berlin. I believe -that it was set up for 0900 or 0930, the time at which I 
would cross the border. ' 

I then proceeded towards Berlin. The two Russians followed at a distance. 
After some time they passed me and -watched or possibly supervised my crossihg 
of the border at Ureilindea shortly before Berlin. At this point also they 
&ood some distance away from the auto control point. 

I should like to insert here that the suitcase was to be picked up again 
on the retum Jcmimey. For -this, howeTOr, no particular meeting place >ros 
arranged. 

Without any difficulty I made it to West Berl:ln and took a roam about 1700 



in the Eo-tel Tusculum on the Kur;’?uerstendafflm, 
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In the evening I made a short roimd of the town and vent to hed early. I 
met neither acquaintances nor relatives in Berlin. 

The next day at the appointed time I went through the controls on the 
West and East sides of the zonal border control point at Dreilindon in exactly 
the same vay as all, other travelers. After I had passed the barrier I saw 
ALFRED and his compenlon in their Volkswagen on a side street. Without 
giving any sign I went on tovrerds Helms'fcedt and noticed that the two men 
were foULowing me. They overtook me, and I drove behind them. Several 
kilometers after the jimetlon of the Autobahn ifi'fch the Kuemberg spar, the 
two men stopped at a parking place. I foUowd them and also stopped. After 
short greetings and conversation (three to five minutes) during ^diich the 
suitcase was put in my car, I drove on my way. They told me to give greet ijogs 
to CIEMENS and also to FELEB if 1 should see him. They asked me ho\f I had 
slept end other trivial questions. I was at a loss how to talk to them. 

The ttro Russians once again passed me on the road and again waited near 
the zonal border at Marienbom, which I again crossed without difficulty. I 
WBS back home about 2000. Since CLEi'iEI^S knew of my intended arrival, he 
called me by phone on the same evening. Ee asked about the ccrorier trip, 
and I gave him a precise report. Ee promised to come by within the next feir 
days to get the suitcase. About three or four days later he did ccane by.

I ones again reccamtad my trip and passed on ALFRED'S greetings as well as 
the news that I had heard about his family- He took note of this. During 
this conversation^ he again said nothing further about the cooperation with 
the Russians. 

In answer to your question as to how I Intended to behave if the officih 
of the West or East Zonal Police had discovered the secret compartment in the 
suitcase, I answer that I had given this no special thought. It was on my 
mind only to drive cerefuUy so that nothing would happen. I had not thought 
up any oral explanation. I did not expect any problems on the East Zone side, 
since I was protected. I told my son Wolfgang and the POHL fanily that I was 
going to Frankfurt' or Duesseldorf to visit a friend or my brother. 

I should like to amend my answer to the previous question. I had indeed 
given some thought to the eventuality that I might be caught. But I never 
came to any conclusions becacuse I simply could not think ■vdia'c I would sey» 

FUHl'ilER MEbTlt^iUS AT KILCftiEfERSGCOIIE 107 

In spite of what you have just said I can no Ijonger remember when or how 
often during the f olloi'dng period I met ALFRED and his companion art h llometer 
stone 107. I do not think that, there were ten meetings, but probably fevrer. 

I estimate six or seven all together. There was always a considerable span 
of time bet'iveen meetings, someliiuies months. I do know \a.th certainty that th-' 
last meetiag at kilometer stone 107 occurred before Ens'ter ^6o. 
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I Imow tMs with (juch precision 'bacause I was in Berlin on.toteUy pereonal/ 
with my sou in the week before Easter i960, traveling in the Volkswagen and 
spending the night again at the Hotel Tusculum. ^^y son had his Easter vacatic 
at this time. We stayed, two and a-half days. On this trip we vi.3ited injr 
nephew Winfried in West Berlin, but met no relatives from the East Zone. Gi-i 
this trip I visited the East Sector of Berlin only on a rubberneck trip. 

As I recall between 1956 and Easter i960 I made tiro courier trips yearly’ 
I ehou^ like you to take note that 

1. There was only one courier trip by rail, as I have said, 
and all others were made y/ith the firm's Volk6v?agen. 

2. After the second trip later meetings at kilometer stone 
107 occurred in the same pattern as the second trip, exceprt for 
minor changes in the arrival and departure times at the various 
control points. 

3. ALFRED was present at all meetings, and also his companion 
except for one case idien another man ap^ared idiam I also took to be 
a Russian. I cannot give a personal description of this man since I 
saif him only fleetingly. 

With one exception, the Russians always came in a green-gjrey 
Volkswagen Ttodel about 1956. ALFRED once turned up in a dark colored 
Ifercedfis of an old model. 
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5. Hie delivery of the suitcase aliiays occurred at 
Kilosneter stone 107 ifith the eaception of the first trip, and 
the return of the suitcase alveys occurred at various parking 
places on the Autobalm without specific prearrangement, as X 
described for the second trip. 

6. I alw^D spent the night in hotels in West Berlin, the 
5?u6culum, the Astoria, the Eo'fcel am ^00.)^ I never spent the 
night at the Russian headquarters in Karlahorst or anywhere else 
in East Berlin o I always registered irith my own name in th(; West 
Berlin hotels. On two occasions I ress7.’ved ray room at the 
Tusculma by telegram. 

7. On one occasion CIEMENS drove to a meeting with me. 

Before this trip, CI^yjENS had told me that he vrould take part in the next 
- courier trip. We drove together along the usual 3X»ute, crossed, the zonal 
border control point at the specified time, end vent from there to kilcme'ter 
stone 107. On this trip C1EMS3S used the name 
KRAIvlERe 

He had a West Geman personal identity card ixi this name. In this connection/

he told me that the other colleagues also had two H) cards. We met ALERSB 
and his companion at the parking place by the kilome-ter stone 107., After 
short greetings, continued i'.oijards Berlin. CLEMEIJS rnd-tched from my car- 
to that of the Russians. 





CI£I«S had token the suitcase "sd-th him. A ahoro distence Iwfore Berlin 
CIEr®K3 got into ny car again, and ve went to Heat Berlin together, vnaile 
I ffte^jred at the Hotel IRioculnm, GLS4EES went to East Berlin end spent the 
ni^t there, or so he told ms, The following day he cajaa to ay hotel and 
told me he had h«aa trith the HuBSians on the pr&v’rlouG night, and got. very 
little sleep. He told me nothing of his convercetions with the Eusoiane . 

We drove back to Helmstedt together, meeting ‘bhe EusoianG (AI5EED and hie 
coorpanion) at the appointed time along ‘bhe ■say. lim z’etum of ‘bhcj suitcase 
occurred at a parking place. After a short triv i al conversation, we 
started back.

trip to Berlin. 

CLSMSHS announced ESMS’e particlpatico in the trip to me beforehand. 

The trip occurred exactly as had the one with ClEbiMS, As I recall, I at®t 
lEIJFE aaiasvbisre and picked him up. I no longer raniesdjer tdiether JSLFE's 
trip happened before the one with CLEM5SS or whether we took the siiitease 
with us on ■that occasion. I am Inclined to believe •that there was no suitcase 
on this trip. On this occasion we also met ALPHED end hie cc^panion a‘b the 
parking place at Kilometer atone I 07 . After a pause for a ciga?:et‘!'.e, the 
Russians took ISLPE in their car and we drove to a poJjit ^ust this .-side of 
Berlin. Here switched back to my ear. As in Clffl> 2 ^S'e case, REIfS 

also spent the night with the Runaians, or so he said, and came to me at the 
Hotel Tuaculuju the foU.otring morning very tired. EELHS also gave me no 
infoxmation. about hie n®eting wi-feh the Eussianc. And I did not ask hisa what 
kinxl of conreraatioaG he had had with the raissians. 
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In finswar to yirar question, I stedte tloat about the time of the firsrb courier 
trxp, CLEMENS told me that FBLFE also had a contact with the Russians « I 
r/jtnnot say \m<lir vhao circumstances this contact ’^?ns established or -vdiether- 
imSMENS was rjivolved in the play. I ne\=er heard anything about this from 
FE 7 JE eithey. I assume from various remarks of CIEMENS that iiil-FK and 
CTLEMEIJS yore voi'king together. I had the impression that FEILFH was eubordine 
to C^IENS. I hi\ve been misundfirstood. I must correct the record. I wan of 
Jr'js opinion that (JLSildSNS ■wan subordinate to EEU®. 

I request that the interrogation be broken off for today since I feel 
poor health.

I later returned 
these books to him ;inread. At that time as I recall he did not directly 
solicit me to join the KPD but there was a certain in^rtunate quality in 
his mode of address. He frequently came to the restaurant and liked to drink 
At one of these accidental encounters he once said to me^ being tipsy at the 
tlme> "Everybody knows all about me (SN: meaning TUSBEL) and this will come 
up again". He then pointed to a comer of the barrocan and added, "It could 
happen that my head could be chopped off there in the comer". Hy earlier 
meaiberahip to the NSDAB had ne\fer been discussed with SCHMITZ. 
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I naturally •worried about this remarh and wondered how -this man could know 
details of my past history. I ceme to the conclusion that he probably had 
some vsy of getting access to the official statements that I had made when 
I mo>rad to Lendringsen. As I mentioned before, he sat on a local Board. Ae 
I recall he •was also on a list of candidates for election, La'ter I came to 
attach no particular significance to this incident and lost track of the 



man.

Berlin. 



Before my departure I had written to my brother that I 
should like to see the LUDWIG family again. I reported 
on LUDWIG chi page 30 of my interrogation. It is also 
possible that I, myself, invited LUDWIG by mail to come to a re- 
union in Berlin. LUDWIG and my brother did in fact appeer 
at the appointed time in Berlin. Whereas my brother went 
back to Dresden on the same day, I remained and spent the 
evening with the LUDWIG couple. !Qiey lived in the vicinity 
of the Friedrichstrasse railroad station. Our meeting was 
of a purely personeil nature. TEUUIPE's brother had not appeared. 
He was depressed by this. CLEJ'ffiNS's wife also did not appear. 
But about this I am not absolutely ceitain. It is possible that 
the CIJffiDSHS's met some^diere else and CIEMSHS did not mention 
it to me. 

In the aftemoon TRAUPE vas asked by CLE3<SNS to drive to Potsdam 
to visit a war comrade of TRAUPE whose nen« I did not kncrr. 
TRAUPE was to be back for the evening meal. He did not appear 
until about 2200 however. Meanwhile, the IDDWIG pair, CLIMiiKS 
and myself had dined at Kemplnski's restaurant.

I guessed from the conversation between CL 05 ENS and TRAUPE 
about TRAUPE'e trip that TRAUPE was to recruit his war 
conraxie as an informant. This man apparently was unable to 
make up his mind Immediately about undertaking such activities. 
I got the impression that he was to collect information for 
CLEMENS on behalf of a western intelligence service. CLEMENS 
had also made such on approach to LUDWIG. LUDWIG commented 
that he didn’t have access to much infoxmatlon beyond his 
specialty as an expert on the dairy industry in Dresden. 

I do not know whether LUK'^EG and the war comrade ever* became 
active. 

1952 I met my mother and my Aunt Rosa HOLEEIE (sic) in Berlin. I 
had flown from Duesseldorf to Berlin. This visit was purely 
personal. 

1956 I met my brother Martin in Berlin on the first courier txdp. 

I have already repxsrted on this in detail. 

Before i960 The courier trips to Berlin that I have reported took place. 

On these I met neither friends nor relations. 

i960 I went with my son to Berlin by car to show him the citj'. 

On this occasion we visited my nephew Wlnfided who was 
studying in Wes'fc Berlin. We met no other peroons on this 
occasion. 

From this time on I was never in Berlin again. It is entirely 
px>sslble that the years I have given for my private trips to 
Berlin are not caanpletely accurate. 
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It is elflo possililje that the order tn vhlch I have recorded 
•^ese visits ne^r actually have heen different ♦ Since ujy 
mother vas able to ^dsit me relatively oft^ in Lendringsen 
^4 moved to the Fed Hop in 195 ^> ffly personal trips to 
Berlin became unnecessary. 

I request that the interrelation be suspended for today ^ since I 
viah to ponder certain quest lore that have been put to me without distraction. 
I request that the necessary time and peace be given me for this. I ■will mak< 
this request in writing.

I took my time ‘before deciding ijhat.to do. On the other ?o,acid, I ■^as 
t h i nk ing of oy family in Radeberg vhich bad ailready suffered enough and 



especially because of lae. On the other hand, I thought of jiyself and my 
situation. Denazification procedires vere stii-l in progress, T^hioh meant 
that foimer SS-Ifembers and especially an SD-member 'Here bound to be p^juilsle-? 
I thought of my job •which consist^ of re-establishing the fim POHL, ■whi.ch 
had been left in -oad shape. I also thought of my brother Siegfried who w&o 
finally accepted for study in Bonn afber Bcich tixjubie and after a first 
refusal 'because of his foxmer HJ-maaibarship (he bad been Oberschsrfuehrer ) . 

I do not remember now whether he had 3 n»t passed his final ezeas end ’.fas • 
already sei’ving as Refarendar. 

After months of pwxderlng the problem, I finally told CLEi'itiilS -that I wc'^ 
conrply with the Russian request and have a preliminary talk \fi.th. them. I aXc 
considered the fact 'that after all CL!2iERS had ccsne back, vHao, in my opinion; 
vas much more important than I •was. Moreover, CLEMENS assxaz-ed me that I 
really need ha've no fear and, as, I could see, he had also returned and «*e ,0 
also biding his time. At -that •jr-inss CLEMEHiS ■uas no longer in Lengdringsen. 

I can no longer recall how, -^iion or ‘by what means CLEIMENS arranged my 
meeting •with "the Ruesians. I only renKmibar that I did not take any steps c.’ 
my own and that it must have been CLEMENS who made the necessary preparations 
probably from Bonn or Duesseldorf .

Hb started to road my notes hplf 6d.aid, amiJed and said I had not larjfc'ceii 
very iBuch and that mas:^ things x?ere jiiissiug, but aJil this was in the file 
whieh he pointed out to me. Ee said he was satisfied, but I had forgotten 
to sign it. I then added my signati^re la his presence. In the coisree of 
cemyersation he inquired about 22 y health, my work and also about ClaSMEES and 
hbv he ifss getting along. Bs then inquired if I had any special wish; X ha£i. 
not yet seen Gresden and if I wished and was interested he would tc- gla d tc 
show me tb.e tortni. He repeatedly thanked me for my coming. He then ordered 
the car. On the street I observed that my assunrp'?ioE. of being in the 
Waldschloesschen-Vlerfcel was correct and remarised with a amile thaii iso ai^ht 
as well drive to Hadebers beesuee we were quite close to the Staatsstrasee. 

I only wanted him to ccaifijaa what I had already established. 



We were then driven the 15 Kllonetei's to Eadebexg and crossed ’chat town, 
coaqjsnion - he iras the sse^ man to whom I had talked -nerely cloised the 
cwjrfiainf; on the ear windows whi.le crossing the town to prevent my being seen. 
We returned the same way to Dresden end after briefly enrossins the clt-y drove 
to the Autobahn In the direction of Berlin, which we reached around 17 hours. 
I left tJie car at -fche 2reptoirer Park and took the Stadtbahn to Tes^palhof. I 
returned by plane the same evening, iiavlng booked passage befoi’ehand. 
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I (lid nab see I4rs, CLEMEHJS again oa this day- I nade no visits of any MdO. 
Dresden or Radeberg, nor did I lEset anybody. WhJ.le drlvlxig back tbrouga 
Eadeberg I hoped tacitly that I would see ecanebody I knew. But -ohia did n '/ - 
happen. I also did not again see the other man 'sdicgn I had met on the prevU;- 
day at the lionment. 

roaere was truly very little ccnversssfcion on the long several, hours re 
to Berlin. It was only a camial. conversation, w3.th rensrko for example wlci,. 
another car came along or passed us, as happens in auto trips of several h '^: 
length. Naturally, Mrs. CI£MEHS had given greetings for her husband on th';: 
previous evsiing and my escort also charged nse with such greetings; and 
naturally at the brief farewell in Txeptow fee also said that I would heo 2 ? 
from GI£MENS again. 

If I am asked •tda&'bher I signed a secrecy ogrcsment or contrent at. thi;; 
meeting I can only say that it is my preset recollection that I did not, 
however vinlikely this may sound. If I knew, I would say so. I rsseicber 
the curriculum vitae, czid that I was obliged to sign it, as I steived abo’.'e 
am inclined to pzesume that this signature of mine was possibly eufficie.nt. 
the man. Along with it was the text written by me, end the Hxiesian in vSio.' 
presence I signed was probably a. aeziior type idio gave the orders and vbs 
apparently respected. In any case, it was clear to me that I was tmder 
control. 

I can now hardly give a useful peraonal desorption of the t^?o men 
met me in Treptow. 
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I Baw one of them in Treptov only fleetingly and in tiis daelsemod cor on the; 
drive to Dresden. l!he othar on©; 'crith •whom I spoke on the next dsy^ might c>' 
descrihed as follow: 

Age chout 45 or ecanevltat older. 

Slightly above medium height. 

Plxunp^ Bcmeidiat short, figure. 

Round lait soanevhat large and gross face. 

He spoke good Gennan, although with a dertectihle accent. All the men I aavr 
wore civilian clothes. After this time, I never again saw this man, whoau I 
have described as well as I can remember. He vraa definitely not "AIFRED" cr 
"ALFRED’S coenpanion, " whom I savr on the meny later com-rLer trips. 

Shortly after this CISKBNS esse to me and asked how eveiyfejains iistd gone. 
I no longer reatenber exactly vhsu that was, but it may have been on the nearfc 
day or oas or two days thereafter. It is also possible that he called as by 
phone before he came. 

Lf I am asked, approximately when all of this happened, I must say therfe 
I can give only the following exact indications: When I flew to Berlin, 

CLEMENS was no longer living In Lendriogsen. I mean that he must already hs'v 
been living in Hieoseldozf . I know only that it was an Autumn daj; or early 
in idle Winter, for as I recall it was already almost ^bsxk at the time of 
neetlng, idiich was I700. I ought to add tha\; CLE> 1 EITS ordered, and paid for- 
th© air ticket. 

If you ask me further how it cauli be that CISiENS wrote to me as "SHl.u.ci 
fpcmi the PW caamj near Roms, I oar, oxdy soy that I do not understand it 
CLEMENS mucfi: simply hsTC .made a mi? 5 ’.oa)i;o about the givsn name; X can think o;.\ 
other explanation. 
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It. iB definitely trusj however, that at the time whan CLEMEK3 vrote from 
POW can^) there was no siention of any kind of connection with the Huesians: 
in any case, none that I knew. I also do not believe that this contact car. 
have eadsted in regard to GLEIMEHS. It ves only naieh later that there was 
any mention of the nan® "EBIC3T as a code name for me. 

I dictated the foregoing myself. 

I request that the interrogation he bro]sen off for today. Teasorreof I 
shall make further atate»ants for the record.

CIIMINS came to ma several months after my first meeting with the 
Russians In Dresden (possibly sunaasr 1951) said, "The Russians vrant to 
see you again." He was supposed to come to Berlin with me, hut drld not hruo 
time. 

Be specified a particular day, place and time for the proposed asst in;; 
he gave no details cOTcemlng the reason for the trip. Ee gave me a l/ebtex 
for his vlfe^ who was to meet me at the railroad station Warscheuer Brueeks 
in East Berlin. C5IEMEBS instructed me that if his wife was not t?aitijig for 
me at the railroad, station, I was to come back e^in without makljag the 
meeting sdth the Russians. I had the impression that his wife was massing el.". 

further arrangenKsnts for the meeting with the Russians and he, therefo.rs,. 
gave me further eagplanstion. 

The meeting was set up on such ahoit notice that I had no chance to 
notify my relatives in Radehe^ of mjr arrival in BerHu. 

On the day set, I flew from Due.?DGldorf to Bsi’Hn. CIEIOTS ruado the 

hooking and paid the fare. I met. Mrs.. CLOSES at ■^je barrier in the fn.’.hwsjr 

station Warschauer Bruecke at the api>ointed time (as I recall about hcrj.' 

She was already waiting. ."C went 'nl'Hh her to a passage tinder the t.rackB where; 

two Soseian lusn Trero waiting in a car. These were noi’, the aesse two Russians- 
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had brou^t me to Dresden for the first meeting. After a brief £i;reerb-J;- 7 f 
the tvo Eussiaas took me in a black Mercedes together vLth Mrs. CLSasuS to s 
residential dlst3clct and stopped at a bai^d-t'flre barrier. 
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There the soldiers standing in unifom let us in after an exchange of -rardo 
uith the driver. We stopped in front of a email house, lilse a villa, and 
got out. 

I had given Mrs. CLSlEEfS her husband's letter during the drive. We s;ro 
three together in the bach seat of the ear, and I ta-lJiad only vri.th Mrs- CT.ulf 

The tuo Russians, Mrs. CIi2iEiJS and I entered a toosl on the ground f?*.oor- 
of the house. There ware initial greetings. Mrs. CIEIiEHS talloed with the 
two Russians, and usmed one of them 

"ALFRED" 

I do not know the nmne of the other Euss5.ao.. I lied the impression that it's. 
CLEMENS was rather well acquainted with ALFRED. 

A supper table was laid in the room at which we eo,t. ALFRED asked aberg 
the "fat man".^ (This is what he called CLEMENS), esking about his health, he 
he was getting on, vbeaa. 1 had last seen him, and when he would see me again. 
Mrs. CLEMEINS took part in the conversation in a similar manner. We ate ooLie*" 
thing and drank wine with our food. 

I was told that my family was making out all right, but beyond tMs.wc: 
talked <mly of such trivial things as tiie wine, the caviar which was on the 
table, and articles in the newspaper. At my request, Mrs. CLEMENS made tec 
in the kitchen. 

Daring the COTversation ALFRED asked how much time I had when I hed 
to go back. I explained that I had to break off now in order to get a place 
to sleep. After this point Mrs. CLEMENS out in end e-sked vdiether I could not

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It Is a fact tliat at this mestiug AjuFEED end his co:jipanion I no dis 
cucsion of an intell3.gence mrtnre. I have the opijxion that the Eussians -sf 
to remind me ageuLn of themselvea to ehoir that they had not forgotten loe an-i 
vanted to stay in contact. It is aino possihle that the pirpoec of sx^ tri.;? 
•vrae to deliver the Letter to Kvs. CmoEIvS., especially eince eLM'-ms told, ir .- 
that he ccRild go himself. He had l^een scheduled, as I have already resarlvoo. 
to cQBae himself. 

I received no money from AUi5?ED or from anybody eles except nr.igN'iRM gj 

paid for the air tldoeb. I was given no intelligence support material - 
caibon paper, etc. 

On the same evening or the next o.q^~ CLEtiEHS called niS and informed, hii; so 
about the events of the trip. It -iTss several days later, I believe, that- L^c 
turned up in person and heard my report. I gave CLB-iESS no OTitten notes 
about the matter. I told CISMMS about Mg family, insofar as I heard 
frc^ii Ilia vi^e, and delivered greetings from ALFRED arid his vife.

Months vent by before CLSMEHS again told me telephone 'that he and T L.'

the POHL faniily where he web known ar "Uncle Heinz." On the occasion of- -thsc 
ineetlngB, we ne-ver discussed the trips to Beri^jn.

CUBMENS now specified a day and a tieie where we -were to iseet / Dacsscldr:. 
for a fli^t -feo Berlin. I drove to I^ieaseldorf at -the appointed time in "Ghe 
car belonging -to my fiKa. As I recall, we flew to Berlin around noon and 
AI^BSD on seme day about 2000 in front of a movi.e in -the Schlssischs S-ora; 
in West Borlla, near the subway station Schlssiachss Tor . 

Since were soms^diat early for the meeting v/ith AISBBD, we drank a 
coffee in a small pidmlti-ve cafe. About 2000 we net ALFSBD end bin coj^nion 
near -the mo-vle. We all walked together across -the Spsge-Bruectos to -the car 
was parked as usual at 'the underpass near the ffarsebmier Bruecke . 

We drove to the same iresidenti^, district that I prewlouBly described, 
and to ibe esaae house. I belie-ve -thafe -this ties in the Russian teedquarfcers ijv 
Karlflhorst. The car, another Mercedes, was drl-ven by a chauffeur. AUSQSD 
took CI®EHS and me into the saa® room v&ere I had been before, and -imere ihL-a . 
CI£MSns was -waiting. I do not think -that CISME3KS hnd known beforehand -that 
Me -wife would be present. We again gi-ven food and again our converea- 
tlon was tri-rial. Mrs. CLSMBSS reported about her family and generally about 
Dresden, flbe mentioned nothing of our meeting in Dz^sden and Berlin. I no 
longer rcmsdjer whether she told me anything about my family, or ^bether 
I asked. 
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I'fe ie Quite possible. In tbe course of the conversation caie of the ti?o 
Rueeiane brought a dictating roachtne into the room. I beUeve that the 
suggestion fbr this cme froea CIiSMEHS, I imagine he said (to use CIBMEBfS* 
language): "We've had. enough to eat; now ue've got to -work". CLBKSIJS said 
to me and to my (sic) wife in the Bams breath, "You can both go to bed, but 
I 've got to work now" . 

I had made no previoua plans about shelter, leaving the \diole thing to 
CIEMEass and because of the lateness of the meeting time^ had ejected to sIjq 
again in the Russians* house. This remark of CI^SSRS left s» In no further 
doubt. 

Mrs. CISISKS and I went to bed. I do not know idiat AbVBkD and CIEiffiMS 
still had to discuss. He told me nothing about it on the next day. It xsaja 
quite late, perhaps in the early hours of morning, that CIEMEMS came to my 
rooen and lay down in the other bed. 

Rexb morning, the Rnssians took Mrs. CLEMEMS, her husband and me back tc 
lie Warsohauer Bruecie. The three of us rode to the tJhland Strasse Station 
for lies. CLEMENS again Intended to do some shopping in West Berlin. CLSa^S 
and I ifent with her. As I recall, Mrs. CL^ISNS again was brought by car from 
Dresden to Berlin. 23ie CLEMENS couple never discussed Intelligence matters 
in my presence. I also never mmitlatted this subject. While Mrs. CLEt«IENS 
returned to the East Sector of Berlin by subway, ws flew to Duesseldorf in 
the afjjemoon. I drove with the ear to Lsndringeen, and CIEt4E!NS stayed in 
•Duesseldorf, We did not speak about the meeting \d.th ‘the Russians during 
our tr;lp. 
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In my opinion^ this trip, lUse the other one, was desigoed to Iceep the coati.?.c 
alive. It 11516 never revealed or even hinted to me in any of the convereatic^n 
^et idxat tas]o3 in the nature of intelllg«ice activity I vas to he entrusted, 
vlth. 

On this trip, as on the previouB one, there was never a conversation 
between ALBHED and me with ^iist the two of us along together. I signed no 
secrecy agreement or contract, and I received no assignments ouch as 
Stimmungsherichte, personality assessment or spotting reports from AL5ERED c.r 
from his companion. 

The expenses of this trip were paid by CLEffiTIS, rlio also bought the 
air tlcbets.

eev«^ months, perhaps even a much longer time, tetwseh the last meeting 'nit 
AL55ED together with the CLSl^SSS couple and the m^tiog discussed below. 

As usual CLE5MEHS called me one day and said, "You haTO to go to Berllc 
again. I cannot leave.” I said I ready and nosed a day that was all rlgh 
with me. Several days later CL@{HS cane end gave me a sealed letter, l>IN''Ao 
Foidk^, and said that this letter was to be handed to AI5SED in Berlin. The 
movie house in the Schleslsche Strasse tdileh X already knew was established a> 
a meeting place. According to CLS4ENS, he had notified AUBED of my arrive.! 
and had said in the letter that he himself could not coma to the meeting. 

CISMSnS had booked the flight and paid for the ticket. On the appoints;: 
day 1 flew to Berlin from Duesseldorf end met AIFiESD at the appointed place: 
It was about 2000 hours. TMs time AUBED had a different cofflpani<m with Mm. 
Tdicm I had not preri'iously met end never saw again.. AL]S?ED knew from CISZ'SISIG 
tbat I was short of time and evesything had to go quickly. CDSMiSHS had to.ld 
that he had told ALFRED tMs. 
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I handed ALFRED the letter, -which vae somevhat lumpy because it contcii 
vhat seemed to be a fat, box-shaped object. 

ALFRED asked about the state of heal-th of "the fat man" (CLSJIENS) and. 
asked -the usual questions, for example, whether my health was good, etc. 
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ALREffiD told toe that about 22 hours I should be at the euln'ray station "Ha3J,e/5c |

Tor", near the etquare of the same name, near Friedrich Strasse. We parted an 
I took the subvay to the station Halles ches Tor. There I got out and vent ;Id. 
a bar and had supper in order to bridge the time vintil 2200. 

At the appointed time, I met ALFRED'S companion at the Eallesches Tor. 

There I got out end vent into a bar end had supper in order to bridge the t.li.ie 
untiJ 2200. 

At the appointed time, I met ALFRED'S companion at the Eallesches Tor, as 
he gave me a letter for CLEMENS. I m not able to give a physical descrlptioi 
of this man. In my opinion he vas also a Russian, about IBO cm. tall, 
spoke very good German. His mamiers vere lees foreign than ALFRED'S. 

I spent the night at the hotel Tasculum. I had reserved a roi^ after 
getting to Berlin. The next morning I flew back to Duesseldorf. 

As usual, CIJSMEiNS Informed himself about ray flight by telephone and eesie 
by several days later in person. I gave him the letter. He asked whether 
ALFRED had been there and inquired about other details of the trip. He gave 
no indication of the eaitent of the 2 letters, and I did not ask about them. 

Alter this first courier trip, the railroad trip that I hare already 
described occurred. I must correct those statements which indicated tha.t m 3 = 
acquaintance with ALFRED took place on the interzonal train. It happened 
earlier. I refer specifically to ray allegations recorded on i>ageB 76 and 66 
Part H of my interrogation, and to the reasons given there why I did not t/Cdl 
the vhole truth and what immediately followed. 

The events of this trip, previously designated as first courier trip, 
and the following courier trips to ki.lame-cer stone 10? occurred as I hare 
reported them. 

SCRET/R3mT I 
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If you ask me vhether CLEMENS ever said that he had received instr-uctions fro; 
the Russians to approach a western intelligence service in order to work for 
the Russians in that service, I can only say CLEMENS did not tell ms so. W.hei 
he went to Bonn he gave as a reason to me and also to the POHL couple that 
he could not stay forever in Lendringsen, a di.amal dump, as he called it. Ea 
said also that he couldn't continue forever to depend financially on me and 
the POHL couple. He had to find another Job. He said that a great deal was 
now going on in Bonn and that he would find old ccaarades and old friends 
there. This seaned plausible to me, for CLEMENS is by his nature a wan who 
must have the bustle of a large city aroxind hijn. Subjectively, I was also 
liappy that CLEf-lENS had made the decision to stand again on his own feet. 

Ivhat CLEMENS later told me during hie visits indicated that he again had 
contact with canrades taid ae<juaintances (FELFE and other people whose names 
I did not know) and that he was again ahle to do intelligence work. I remembe: 
also that he told me that it was not easy for a former SS member to make a 
comeback. He did tell me once later, about two years ago, that he vae to be 
taken back into government service. This situation was still imsettled at the 
time. 

Obviously it was clear to me that CLEMEINS weis doing intelligence work for 
both sides, that is, for the Russians on the one hand, with whom he had been 
in contac-b since 1950, and for the Western service on the .other hand, as an 
employee of which he had always represented himself to ms. 
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Since I had been brought in contact with tbe Soviet intelligence service 
by CLSfflNS end was conducting intelligence activity, naiEely, courier vrork uud 
ccanpuleion, it was obvious to ste that my activity vae to the benefit of the 
Soviet Intelligence service. 

I do not know what position CLEMEMS had with the Gehlen Organization or 
later >7lth the BHD, nor how deeply he had penetrated the END in order to coi.1? 
Information and betray this to the RIS. But I do recall a statement of CLEI<iEI 
in which he said, "They (meaning the Russians) always want to kno\? a lot, but 
they do not get much; I cannot aidanger our people". I understood the 
expression "our people" to be meant in a personal as well as professional way. 

I state in answer to a question that I have made record of all meetings 
with members of the Soviet intelligence servlca and of the courier trips thex- 
I made. Ho other connections existed with this intelligence service. In the 
Westero intelligence service I was acquainted only with CLBl®iFS end FELFE. 

As I already said, I knew that the latter also had a contact with the RIS. I 
can give no information about the nature and circumstances of his connections. 
Except for CIEMEHS and FELEE I can name no persons •tdio vrorked for the Eastern 
or Western intelligence services. 

CLEMENS knows the following acquaintances and relatives of mine llvjjig

About 1937 I was ^pointed Stadt'verQidueter, then ceJ-Led "Ratsherr. " .-it 
the beginning of the war I woe gi-ven responsibility for the wrE of a Bs.'lgeorc' 
neter (Stadrat). In practical terms I bad the .job of acting Mayor. On pajK;r 
I held these offices until the end of the 'srar. 

Question ; Ha've you e'ver discussed ^lour divorce with the Russians? 

Answer ; Ho. Neither I nor "the Russians ever laentipned "this subject. 

I had no occasion, because I considered my di\-oj:ee a truly pri'vate mat'ter. 

I •was once ashed by ALP2ED about the liaison beti^een CLEMENS and I'trs. KOE> 
As I recall, I mentioned in passing that he wanted to merry ^^rs. KONZ. 'fhe 
Russians ansir&red (l recall ALJSSD's exact words) "That iran't do". ( Das gehr - 
nieht ) ♦ They said substantially conceimlng this that I should try to per6uac.e 
CLEMENS that he should not ■write such vulgar let.\'.ere to Ms ■wife. 

I told CLEMENS about this . 
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Questioa; When did you dlscues vith ALTOED or any other member of the R! 
your mcrther 's moylag frcsp. Radeberg to West Qeimasy? 

Anggey : When CLEMENS spolas with me about the courier trips he indles^od 
'that iny w i l l i n g n ess to coopei^e might ha:7e certain advantages for iny relativec 
living in Radebergj he said I ought bo think of ssy family. Concerning the 
reasons for my agreement^ I shall have more to eay later. 

After my father's deaths I always wanted to bring w mother to live with 
lae in West Qeoanany. She was to take care of ay son and mej we tmoted to set 
up a cranmon housdiold. 

I personally undertook the first proposal for the move. It was to he 
Indicted that she would to BuesaeidoT.f and vay brother Slegfri^l. I 
undertook to guarantee that the journey to Dueseeldorf would involve no hard- - 
ship which mi^t have been caused by the ecppearance of my name in the official 
request. 

It is possible that at some meeting with AIRBED I told him that a reque;Jt 
had been made for psy mother's move to West Gezmany. I might also mention that 
thie request had also been put in for my anct^ Rosa EOHLFSLD. 

ALFRED took note of this but said nothing more about it. Approval of tlie 
req]ue8t took almost a year. I do not know whether AL5HED emerfcad Influenee on 
it. I rezaatiber that latere after my mabher's and aunt's move in 195S> Ee 
spontaneously mentioned it to me and said, "Grandma will be -Uiere now too 
and I (sic) can be happy". When I associate this ststomeait with the move ia 
my mind now, I presume that the Russians very possibly had something to do with 
ic . 
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Question; What do you know ai)Out meetings wiiii ALTBED in Vienna and 5a?. 
other cities in Auafcria? Bid you notice enyi 

Answer ; I noticed no meeting with ALFRED or with other maohers of the 
Soviet Intelligence Service in Vienna or in other foreign cities. I \-ras ncvx; 
invited. 

I do know sQHtethlng about a meeting between GLEMBNS and ALFRED in Vienne 
It must have been this summer^ I981, that CIS-IENS told me during a Sunday 
visit together with Mrs. KDIZ at the POHL hcuse in Lendrlngaen that be had 
been in Vienna and met ALFRED there. Of course, he did not tell me the whole 
story of the meeting, but said that: 

A. Shortly thereafter several letters would, came from his ^^ife, which 
I should not open but send on immediately to his poet box In 
Cologne. He gave me no details; 

B. If Z day should come (Russian Occupation of West Germany) I should 
stay in Lendrlngsen. Russians had said they would easily 

find me there. He would be evacuated along with hie Western serviee. 

CLESIENS gave me no further details about his meeting. 

I also remember that a long time ago he once told me about a nieeting in 
Vienna with ALFRED, \diere he was brought froa Salzbtirg in a car, and then 
back to Salzburg. I can make no further statements about this meeting. 

CLEMEIES told me once that he had discussed, tilth the Russians the possibil' 
5.ty of maeoingE in Amsterdsm. 
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Allegedlor hlo Weetern eerrlce no longer pezmitted trips to Berlin. NevTsrt.Vielc: 
I later got post cards froa Berlin and "vdien I asked him, CIEMEHS aaid that thi 
alleged ban had been lifted. 

I do not know vhetber meetings with AUBED actually occurred iju /msterdsir 
OT in any other foreign cities except Vienna., 

Question ; What is the meaning of the telephone number 91 To 92 in your 
notebook? 

■Ansver : This is the telephone number of a pension in 

Berlin — Charlottenburg 
Niebuhr Strasse 1 

I got the number from another pension \diere I asked about a room. I have a.1^:; 
slept et Pension listed above I vas on courier trips. 

In response to your question, I declare once again that I never recei\'eci 
telephone number for AU!R® or any other BIS meanber^nor did I ever receive 
support material such as carbon paper, camereis, etc. 

I repeat again that my InstructiCHis always were to return inmediately 
f maietlng at which AURED did not appear. 

' ;i ■ should now uve to explain the reason why I to Dresden , and later 
trf ■Tt>i! »T<Ti j there had contact with the Russians, talked irdth them, and agreed 
to undertedse courier trips on behalf of the Soviet Intelligence Sex-vice. 
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I have e^lalued in njy previous etatesaants ho\f exposed my posit ion VTn.s 3 
the little town of Radeberg. After the war's end, I Imew how the Russian 
occupation forces had dealt with my property and how they had h andled m^- 
relatives because of my Nazi history. I should menticm here that all of my 
property was carfiscated and taken away. % aparrfattOTt with all of its coaten-: 
was condemned as forfeited by Kazism and my family was moved to another buiM - 
ing. And my mother had to take in refugees in her apartment, f^y wife had to 
do the most menial work with no privacy, and ny father-in-law was arrested 
after his release from PW caatp and his newspaper publishing business put under 
Government control. Els brother, co-o'r7ner , of the firm, was also arrested 
end died in the prison at Bautzen. brother Martin lost hie Job with the 
city administration at Radebers, and a custodian was appointed in the repair 
shop of my fotl^ who took away all the machines and tools after a few weeks. 
My father died from the grief of tbi^ incidoit. All of these circumstances 
caused me to conclude that I would be persecuted end arrested also if I ever 
let myself be seen In Radeberg. 

Here in West Germany, wliere I settled after the war I worked initially 
with foot-to-shovel Just to have a Job. As I said at the beginning of my 
interrogation , the POEL family took me into their house. In the course of 
the years I helped to rebuild the broken-down faellities of the POEL flna. 

In the years 19^9 said 195® the worst was over as far as the firm was concemec'.. 
1 .earned enough so that I could support my brother Siegfried who was studying 
in Bonn.

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■ I vas ahla to escape the de-Haztfication proceedings which were going on 
at that time. I vas on the ds-Bazification list but vas never suramoned to a 
hearing. Naturally, I did not register voluntarily. 

When CLEMENS came back from hie trip to Dresden and toM r»r; that, thfi 
Russians had also mentioned my name end had said they wished to speak to me, I 
was fri^tehed. It occurred to me that the Russians at any time could taike 
reprisalB against my family in Radsberg and could destroy the position that X 
had built up at the FOHL flZB by starting rumors in the City Govczninent of 
Mendsn. In order to avoid this danger I decided to mke the tri.p to Dresden 
and to imdertake the later cooperaticai with the Soviet Intel! l^nee Service. 
After this trip I was under c<Hitrol and could never withdraw. Later idien I 
realized that CLEiENS end lEUE were active for the RIS, there was obvious!,y | 
no possible vithdrawEil. I realize that it vas possible that the Russians eouJLc | 
bum me if I ever faltered, end the same is tme with either CLEMENS or FEU!E. | 
On the other hand, I would have had to betray CEEMEBS or lELFE if I had tume4 
myself in here. 

I should like to point out that I was never paid for my intelligence worl: 
but only got my travel easpnees from CLIMSNS. It w-as not. for financial advent rg 
that I agreed to cooperate. 
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After my arrest I made untrue statements on several points during my lnter2^^’- 
gatiOTS. In tlie course of later interrogations, however, I have realized that 
I can no longer Iwrden my conscience vrith incimnplete statements and, therefore 
I have descrlhed my intelligence activitity accurately and have told exactly 
tdiat happened. My statements correspond to the truth and I am aware that I 
am culpahle. I regret my position. 

I request conaidaration of the question whether further executicai of the 
warrant is necessary. I do not Intend to escape punishment hy flight. I 
know tiiBA I have eam^ punishment and will accept it, because only then tcLU 
my conscience he clear. I also would have no idea where I could escape to. 
Flight to the East Zone would certainly lead to destruction. marriage is 
so disrupted that I could not return to uy wife. Also I have my mother and 
my son living here, ify son will matriculate in Menden in the spring of I961, 
(sic) and needs my help at Just this point. In addition, my brother Siegfried 
lives in Buesseldorf, an pberregierungorat in the Ministry of Cultvire, and he, 
if it is necessary would fend for me. 

Since CLEMEES and jPELFE are the only persons in West Gennany •^o knew of 
my Intelligenee activity there is no danger of concealment of irtfoxnation. 

I request to he excused from further investigative arrest. It goes 
without saying that I will do whatever is required of me.

Before the War I had a lav practice in Bsdeberg^ as I have alrsady stated 
under interrogation, from which I suppoarfced ray fomily and Eyself . About 1937 
I leased en apartment house in the Schi.ller Strasse in Badeberg. f of thi.a 
belonged to my brother SiegfW.ed, ■rfio at that time was a soldier. After 19^5 
the property was placed in the 2isnds of a custodian. Beither I nor my ‘brotherc? 
have received, even until now, any funds from this source, since the funds are 
placed in a so-called blocked account. 

After 19^45 I received a waekJy salary for my work x/ith the POHL fijsn, 
where I x?as a construction laborer. In the course of time the firm eaqpanded 
and I took oxner the management and genezaD. control on behalf of the POEL 
couple. Since 19^ I have been an ©nplosnae of the POBL fiisa and at the las'b 
was earning W4 1100 gross salary. It should be noted here that I xme enjoying 
rent-free shelter at the ejspense of the POHL faraily. This agreenjent had 
existed from the beginning. She arrangement for rent-free shelter has eurtended 
to my eon Wolfgang who has lived with ms since 1951 ♦ la addition I have earned, 
ccamnj.ssions in recent yeax^ amounting to frocu 2000 to 3000 DM pez’ 3 'ear. And 
v?oi’k;log on the side I have esaned between 200 and 800 M, act;Lng as edvisoi’ 
to the Frankfurt Concrete Products Facrtor^’’ .HiU.ebrand, and i-orking on plane 
for T.RAUPE in Vreden.

I lived very frugally ia previous years and accumulated savings, because 
I had. to think of my age and of eventual unemployability. Life inatirance 
aiTongen^ts that I had previously made to take care of ngr old age are in the 
Soviet Occupied 21one of Getmany and therefore are no good to me. It waa in 
19^7 before I could contemplate pension insurance. Aa I calculated it, my 
deductions for pension in the year 3.958 for the contingency of ixn.eBiployab.tlit;,' 
was something over 100 DM. This amount woxxld increase to about 200 iBi by 
1968 . These facts made it clear to dk that I would have to secure mj.r old age 
and the .futi^ of ny son throng ^ arm savings pl^> For this reason, I 
acgxiired In tte course of time stocks (about 20 certificates) and bonds to a 
total value of about l4,000 DM. 

I arranged a loan to the firm of. POHL and Son, Inc. of 12,500 DM with the; 
Volksbank Mond^, using these guilt-e^ed certificates as collateral, because 
this fire urgently needed capital because of severe losses in recent years. 

Ib .1953 I acquired a piece of real estate at Bieberberg Strasse h2 in 
L(sndringsen, at a bankruptcy auction. I was notified of this auction at the 
time by the attomey Dr. Schulte-Hillen in Menden. He imdexrbook the auction 
for a third party end told ms that no bidder would appear, asking whether I 
would not like to own the property, and saying that very little cash would be 
needed. The property in, question is an aparimient house with fire tenants which 
had been too heavily borrevred on by the previous oxsier. I did in fact acquire 
the preperty with the cooperation of Dr. Sc33ulte'»E5.11en. It took about 3500 DM 
\diich I paid several weeks later at the eettleme-ut frtmi my savings. Finally, 

I cams 'to an agreement iritb the previcus oirners and liquidated. the5.r back taxes, 
inte.rest, etc., during the nerb days in small amounts. 
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•There reaiained to "be assumedj indudlng debt sstcieisseats, appreximately lt,00( 
DMj paper mlue. The intirlnsic value of the pz'operty Is fired at 20^000 DM. 

I received mon'tlily rente of about 120 M -when there are no special sainteiiance 
costs. Sesnetime after this transaction, I registered a claim to this propert;, 
on behalf of n^y mother, bscauss I wonted to be sol'd that she would be cared 
for In any contingency. 

Ill 1959 I put a property and Land mortgage on this property with the 
GenosaenschartSbank Lendringoen in the value of 25>000 EM and pu’fc this also 
at the disposal of the firm of POHL & SOH, because the funds in the business 
was not sufficient. In the meantime, the firm had reduced its indebtedness 
at the above-mentioned bank by about 12,000 DM. 

Several years later (195^56) our cheuffeiir pointed out to me that a vaca: 
lot on the Meudwier Strasse in Lendrlngaen was up for sale. It belonged to a 
distant relative of tl:e chauffeur. This cha?iffeur offeired the property for 
sale to me because he needed money with which to build. I bought the property 
and paid for it in several instelhnents. The price was about 30OO E&l. I 
didn*t discover that the property was not suitable for building until after 
•fee sale. The property was about 900 square meters in area. It lies on the 
Federal Highway and is not permitted to have an exit on tlie street. It iflll 
be possible to build on it only nu^ years in the future, v/hen the l a nd to the 
rear is zoned for building. At the time I wanted to cancel the contract, but 
gave up the Idea because •the seller was -oneble to pay back the money. 

About 1957 I was offered a piece of property in Mendsn on a tract for 
which the city had Just composed a building plan and had rezoned,. 
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37he offfer interested me because I had been looking for a piece of lead on 
which I ml^t build a house of my own. It had not been possible vith the 
3 property in Lendrlngaen beeanse of the reasons given. !Hiis new piece of land, 
about 1000 square meters in area, in Menden cost, as I recall just 5000 EM. 
Sometime later I bought a piece of land adjoining. It is about the same size, 
but Idea tmder the crest of the slope on a vet meadow. I only bought it Jn 
order to keep the view free for the bulldlzig I intended to put on thcj upper 
tract. (This a dditional piece of land cost 2000 DM. 

As far as the property in Oberaudorf, landkreis Rosenheim is concerned, I 
happened on it more or less by accident. FBLFS called me one day end told fee 
he had bought a lot in Oberaudorf. He asked whether I could not ccaae to see him 
because he could use ny advice. I was astonished at this ne^s from 5ELFE and 
asked him idiat earth he intendM having a house in Oberaudorf vzhen his job 
was in Itmich. FEL5E told ms tliat the lot was veiy cheap and that it was a 
unique opportunity.

The detemlnlng factoi" in dficision vas the aseurance of the agent that this 
was e unique end favorehle opportunity to huy a piece of land that had 4ust 
been rezoned. The size of the tract is about I500 cubic meters. This is the 
smallest area that is permitted by the buUxling regulations in that area. Th® 
agent arrange the sale of the land. The sale was recoided with the Nariajy 
Public Ifa*. Sitzmann in Rosenheim. I ^ras personally not present. If I recall 
coafiectly, I, as the buyer, was represented either by the agent or by an office 
employee of the Notary, as is customary. In any event, I did not see the 
prop erty imtil a long time after the sale. The price was about 15,000 K4. A 
piece of il^t of way for a road had to be e^rqulred st the same time, ^diich 
was of the sane width as the property but eventually must be given back at; no 
cost to the coaaiamlty. I paid the price in several installments, the last 
ismediately after the settlement, which did not occur until a long time later 
end which I did not attend. The property is mortgaged for IS4, and the 

mortgage is held by the Westenroth Building and Loan Co. (BeBusparkasse) . 1 

held a building loon of more 12,000 K4. When tlie loan matured I repaid it 
with the 4,800 M mortage on. the rental property in Lendriogsen plus 7,000 1M 
used, for the purchase in Oberaudorf . I had acquired a portion of the >djere^ritl?.- 
ell for Oberaudorf in the form of a loan from the Genossensehaftsbanh 
Lendrlngsen. In order to keep up my purchases of real estate and also th® Blar 
purchase of securities, I also got a perscmal loan of 35OO DM from the 
GenosseaschaftSbank Lendringsen. Of this there is still about a thousand 
IM unpaid. 

But especially I had aveiilable g^jout l4,000 D0W idiich I had received as a 
gift frcaa ih?. POBL. 
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The following are the circumstances: 

1-tp. POHL’s 'brother-in-law, foimerly an innkeeper named ROESIKG in 
Bletteriberg had sold the hall adjoining his inn in Bletten'berg to be a movie 
house.

A corporation 
was esta hl -ls h ed between Ruesing and 14rs. POHL on the basis of a contract 
drawn up 'by me. The POHL firm put up the construction erigwsnses of about 
1X)0,000 IM on the basis of coasiderabls 'bach credit. I then repeatedly 
requested Mr. RUESHfG to pay his portion imaedlately. For a long time he did 
not do 60 . It was important to re In tld.s whole enterprise that I should 
know that Mrs, POHL was well cared for. That childlesa mairiege is not 
particularly happy. I pointed out to tira. POHL that by participating in the 
movie venture she mi^t 'become self-supporting, indicating that tiiis v/as all 
the more necessary since the marriage was c<mtlnually threatening to break 
up in dlTOrce. I pereonall^'" urged Mrs. POHL ovTer and over never to lose 
peraonal control of her pert in the movie venture, 'because <nze could never 
know wh^f might happen to the. fiarm of POHL & Son . One day Mr. RUESING 
arrived and handed me acheck for more than. l4,000 DM. It ';ras not a round 

Bumj I cannot- at the moment give the exact amount. In the presence of hi.e 
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vife, Mr. POHL then handed m the check and stated that I should use the 
money for my ovn purposes end if I wished, should put it away for the boy,

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He remarked that the success of the moTrie project «as ^ result of my 
effort. Actually, the movie project paid very well cburing the firat years, 
hut in recent years, 'because of the Influence of television, the profits have 
fallen almost to zero. Neverthless, because of ay work, Mrs. POHL owns about ' 
half of the building and its accoutrem^ts. The payment of ibout lU,000, 1»I 
that I mentioned was the raaeindsr owed by Mr, EUESIMG to make his capiteil 
Investanent equal to that of the other partner, I deposited the check in the 
savings account and since then have displayed the account book of the tonk 
patronized by POBL & Smi to establish credit for the flm. Later on, after 
credit had 'be^ lax^gely used tip, I released '^e 'book and used the mcsiey for 
myself. If I recall correctly, a sizeable portion of the money was used in 
financing the property in Oberaudorf .

One day my brother sent me a deposit book from the year 19^ which he bad found 
in my files In Badeberg. It occurred to me that this so-called old savings 
account might liave some value herein the West. I, therefore, wrote for informs 
tlon to the Bonk der deutschen ATbelt in Eemburg, On its own initiative this 
Firm transferred the certlflestes of vE^e to the Deutsche Bank in Hamburg, and 
after receiving my Power of Attorney^ that Bank sent the certificates to the 
Security Inspect iaa Office of the Provincial Court in Eeanburg. Several monthc 
later, I received a court order and some time thereafter a draft of the 1 

Deutsche Bank for the sum naiasd. 
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I estimate my holdings in savings accounts and banks at the moment at about 
1100 EM. I am not in a position to say vhether or to t’hat degree my eon and 
my mother, \6xo cannot live on her old-age pension of 90 EM per month, may hare 
vi-todrawn from this amount. 

In answer to your question,. I state that I have made no claim for appli- 
cation for debt compensation. About 1950 I applied for recognltiOTt as a 
refugee frcm the Bast Zcaie. I made this application on the basis of press 
notices vdiich indicated dead lines, and seme time later I received the "C” 
Cei^lflcate for refugees. As reason for recogniticai I specified that \mtil 
the end of the war I had my residence in Hadeberg and could not return to the 
'Soviet occupied zone because of my former membership in the SS. At least thle x 
the way I remOTber it. I was informed by a decision of the social welfare 
office in ^fendsn dated 22 May 1951 that the conditions for my recognition as 
a refugee no longer applied. I was required to turn in my EefUgee Ceitificate 
"C" to that office. I contested this and made an offieial complaint on 
20 June 1951 # pointing out that my family residence in Radsberg had been

conflscal^ by Russian officer and party functionaries, and that it iras not 




possible for me to return to the East Zeme. I also made record of the fact 
that as a menber of the Foreign Intelligence and C'oiniter-Intelligence Sections 
of the RSHA., I would be persecuted by the authorities i:? I 3retumed to 
Badeberg. 1 added that I \ras aware of eases in which members of the RSHA. had 
be^ confined by the Russians and tiiat .additional mesihers of the RSHA were 
being energetically sought •torough wanted lists. The Rossi-aas naturally knew 
that because of their official service, persons of this category possessed 
secrets, and the Russians could espeeb to obtain valu.'^ble poJJLtical and 
military information from -bhem. 
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I myself ‘belonged to this category. These etatements were supported by an 
affidavit frcsn FEILFE, who at that time was trorking in the refugee camp at 
Uelzen. On the 'basis of these statements I then received notification that 
my complaint had been recognised and that I could retain n^’- Refugee Certificai

Shor-tly 
theajeafter he appeared at ay lesldance with the POBL fazaily. EQEIfllES asL^i 
me idiether I had ever Been a State Attorney or Chief State Attorney in. 

IXresden. Els manner was rather myaterious. I ccnild only answer negatively 
since I never was a State Attorney in Dresden. Eseept for my apprenticeship 
I have never been in government service. There was no indicatioa of any 
suspicion that I had allegedly done spy work. EDETEER did not ast me aljout 
connections with Eastern Intelligence services. I do not !mow vdaether I hazssd 
CIEMENS as a reference in this natter. 

In this connection, I should lihe to discuss a matter which occurred some 
time later. As I recall, I was telephonlcly queried one day by EUEITER 
concerning a certaJn 

EIHCK. 

RTjEEpEPv wanted to toow whether this men was employod by the POHL fira, end 
wiisrfcher X hiev liim. He ashed the seme question about another worsen at the 
FOHL firm whose npmq I have forgairten. I told BOEESBE fast I was unfami. 3 J,ar 
vrlSh both names and that I also did not know the pKsrsonc.

It 
developed that both people were actually vorlcing for the POHL firm. As 1 
recall, RHJGK had been working for over a year. I eleo asked the chief of ouj' 
high construction section, tdio characterized RIN6K as a good, industrious 
mason \dio was about ready to take his teats to becocie a maofcer mason. In 
cheeking the pay section, I abstracted the work papejfs and dstermlned that 
RIEGK was a refugee fron the Soviet zone. At that time I had seen neither 
BIRGK nor the other man^ whose name I have forgcttei^ln the flesh. I saw 
RIBGK for the first time when he came for his pay ccae tii^ later. I reporie-d 
either orally or by telephone to EUIYUTSE that both people were working for 
the firm. I know nothing about the later developments of this inquiry. 

Some time later a police official in plain clothes caa» to the office. 

As I recall, RUETIER had called me Just before that and told ue that an 
official from Amsberg would come to question me about the RIRGK case. Short!: 
thereafter, the official came to the office. I told him what I had already 
told HUBTIER, as I have explained above. I can no longer remember whether I 
showed the official from Amsberg the personal doeyiients (tax card, sick card, 
and pay card).
